COMMISSION RAPS 
TRIAL FOR SANITY 


New York, June 3.—()—Citing the 
acquittal of George Remus in Cincin- 
nati as an example of the inadequacy 
of the jury trial system, the national 
crime commission today inaugurated 
campaign to place in the hands of 
qualified experts cases involving ques- 
tions of the defendant’s sanity. 

The Kemus case, the. commission 
declared in a report of its subcom- 
mittee on the medical aspects 6f crime, 
was an instance of “‘the utter absur- 
dity of entrusting the diffieéult deter- 
mination of mental responsibility of 
person for his acts to 12 
unable to pass on 
their own knowl- 


question from 
edge or training.” 

The report ,compiled under the di- 
rection of Dr. Frankwood Williams, 
in the absence of Kthel Roosevelt 
Derby, chairman of the medical sub- 
committee, is based on nation-wide in- 
vestigations extending over a year, the 
commission announced. 

It commends the steps taken by 
Colorado and Massachusetts to remove 
questions of sanity from juries and 
place them in the hands of qualified 
experts and expresses the hope ‘at 
“the interest and indignation arous- 
el” by the results of the Remus 
trial wil] lead other states to follow 
their example. 

A survey prepared by the medical 
subcommittee disclosed that more than 
100 courts in 31 states now employ 
psychiatric services. The committee 
reached the belief that questions of 
sanity should be disposed of before 
trial and not be allowed to arise as 
the principal point at issue before a 
jury. 

Newton JD. Baker, chairman of the 
national crime commission, in an ex- 
planatory statement accompanying the 
report, says: 

“It is the general belief that the 
of insanity is brought forward 
for the defendant as a way of escap- 
ing from the just sentence more often 
than it is advanced in good faith as 
the correct explanation for the acts
